As  is  the  custom  in  boarding 
school,  we  have  regulations 
against  the  boys  and  girls 
associating  with  each  other  at 
will,  except  as  they  are  thrown 
together  in  the  classes  and  in 
the  presence  of  the  teachers.  At 
times,  however,  and  as  often  as 
the  faculty  deems  best,  these 
regulations  will  be  suspended 
and  the  students  will  be  given 
an  opportunity  for  social 
intercourse.

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''Northwest Is  Too  Tough" 
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The  Northwest  Rangers  set  their  goals  high  early 

'  in  the  1976  football  season;  they  were  ranked  first 

in  the  north  division  and  they  were  ready  for 

action.  Ranger  fans  supported  the  second  best  in 

the  state  all  the  way. 

Coach  A.  J.  Kilpatrick,  in  his  tenure  of  two  years 

at  Northwest,  commented  by  saying,  "Although 

we  did  not  win  the  state  match,  this  has  been  a 

■great  year  for  all  those  concerned  with  the  Ranger 

"^    football  team.  They  are  a  great  group  of  young 

.men,  and  I  was  really  pleased  with  their  perform- 

/"ance  this  year." 

Officially,  the  Rangers  ended  their  season  as 
North  Division  Champions  with  a  9-2  record  over- 
all and  9-1  in  division  play.  The  team  was  defeated 
in  the  state  match  on  November  19  when  Pearl 
River  gained  revenge  and  the  state  crown  to  boot. 
The  final  score  in  that  game  was  17-7  with  the 
Wildcats  destroying  any  hope  of  the  number  one 
state  spot  or  for  any  further  chances  in  the  Rose 
Bowl  game  of  which  there  had  been  much  discus- 
sion. 

Ranger  football  action  began  on  September  9, 
on  the  Ranger  field.  Pearl  River  was  the  opponent 
and  the  leader  in  the  South  Division  as  Northwest 
in  the  North.  The  final  score  was  24-20  in  favor  of 
the  Rangers. 

The  success  the  Rangers  felt  in  their  opening 
game  continued  for  four  more  games  before  the 
Rangers  suffered  the  agony  of  defeat.  f 

On  September  16,  the  Rangers  promptly  whip- 
ped Holmes  21-0,  and  the  following  week  downed 
Hinds  Junior  College  41-19.  East  Mississippi  fell  to 
the  Rangers  37-0  while  Gulf  Coast  succumbed  to 
the  team  from  the  North  10-0.  flfe^ 

On  October  1 6,  the  Rangers  traveled  to  Moor- 
head  to  face  Delta  Junior  College  in  a  non-confer- 
ence game.  The  Rangers  came  home  with  their 
first  defeat  for  the  season  when  Delta  trounced  the 
Ranger  team  17-0.  In  an  attempt  to  make  up  for 
the  loss,  the  team  tagged  Coahoma  63-7  for  the 
most  points  scored  in  any  game  of  the  season. 

From  there  on  out  things  looked  good  for  the 
Rangers  and  there  was  even  the  possibility  of  play- 
ing in  a  bowl  game.  At  this  time,  the  team  was 
ranked  second  in  the  nation  in  Junior  Colleges. 


To  get  to  the  top,  the  team  had  to  ace  only  thfee 
more  opponents.  From  that  point  it  would  mean  a 
championship  game.  Northwest  defeated  North- 
east at  the  Ranger  Homecoming  28-0,  thrilling  a 
spirited  crowd  and  gaining  revenge  from  the  year 
before. 

Next  came  the  North  Division  Championship 
game  which  Northwest  won  by  ousting  Itawamba 
for  the  throne  23-1 4. 

The  last  scheduled  game  of  the  season  was 
played  at  Summitt  on  November  1 1 ,  when  the 
Rangers  defeated  Southwest  24-7. 

Only  the  championship  game  remained,  which 
Northwest  lost.  First,  second  in  the  nation,  then 
second  in  tbe  state  —  no  wonder  a  slogan  devel- 
oped this  year.  The  slogan  was  "Northwest  is  too 
tough!" 

Northwest  sent  only  six  Rangers  to  the  All-star 
game  in  Tupelo  on  Thanksgiving  day.  They  include 
Les  Young,  Eddie  Hudson,  Mike  Carpenter,  Mike 
Rowan,  Randy  Cook,  and  Ben  Evans.  All  the 
Rangers  who  attended  saw  action  and  Randy 
Cook  was  chosen  as  outstanding  defensive  player. 
Les  Young  served  as  captain. 

All-State  players  include  Randy  Cook,  Ben 
Evans,  Eddie  Hudson,  Guary  Hunt,  Thomas  Mar- 
tin, Mikie  Rowan,  and  Les  Young.  , 

Individual  honors  came  to  Ben  Evans  wh6'  led 
the  state  In  yards  rushing  with  1169  and  also  in 
points  scored  with  78  chalked  up  on  his  slate.  He 
was  also  named  most  outstanding  offensive  back 
in  the  North  Division  and  first  team  All-American. 

Randy  Cook  was  named  most  outstanding 
defensive  back  in  the  North  Division  and  received 
honorable  mention  to  All-American. 

Les  Young  was  named  most  outstanding  defen- 
sive lineman  in  the  North  Division  and  Sammy 
Knight  received  All-American  honorable  mention 
in  place  kicking. 

Overall,  the  Rangers  believe  they  had  a  good 
season.

Coach  Kenneth  "Cat"  Robbins'  Northwest 
Rangers  opened  their  1 976-1 977  season  with 
scepticism  after  losing  several  team  members  from 
the  previous  season. 

However,  the  new  team,  along  with  the  returning 
sophomores  left  the  Rangers  with  a  1 6-4  record 
for  the  season  and  won  the  North  Division 
tournament. 

Early  in  the  season,  the  Rangers  had  been 
named  as  the  top  team  in  the  North  Division  and 
captured  national  recognition  when  named  as  the 
number  one  team  in  the  nation  in  defense  by  the 
National  Junior  College  Athletic  Association. 

Several  individuals  on  the  team  also  received 
honors  from  the  Association  even  before  play-offs 
began.  Ronnie  Childers,  freshman  from  Etta,  was 
named  as  the  leader  in  assists  for  the  Region  VII 
while  sophomore  teammate  Stanley  Black  was  at 
one  time  during  the  season  crowned  as  leading 
rebounder  in  Region  VII. 

On  Valentine's  Day  the  Rangers  traveled  to 
Scooba  for  north  half  competition  and  played  three 
games,  defeating  Meridian,  Northeast,  and 
Mississippi  Delta.  Then  advanced  to  State 
competition. 

In  state  play-offs  at  Moorhead,  the  Rangers 
defeated  Copiah  Lincoln  77-65,  but  in  the 
championship  game  were  beaten  by  Delta,  77-73. 

The  Rangers  stayed  in  Region  VII  competition, 
which  was  held  at  Paducah  Community  College, 
Paducah,  Ky.,  longer  than  any  other  Mississippi 
team.  In  the  opening  round  they  defeated  Roane 
State  (Tenn.)  99-67.  Paducah  Comm.  College 
upset  the  Rangers'  chance  of  advancing  any 
further,  however,  with  a  95-87  win. 

Rangerettes 

A  stronger  than  usual  women's  team  emerged  in 
the  Rangerettes  for  the  1 976-1 977  season.  Coach 
Kenneth  "Cat"  Robbins  calculated  the  success  of 
the  team  to  the  versatility  of  the  girls. 

One  problem  which  plagued  the  Rangerettes 
throughout  their  season  was  the  lack  of  height.  But 
they  made  up  for  this  deficiency  by  determination 
and  hustling.  At  one  point  in  the  Conference  they 
were  tied  for  the  top  spot,  later  dropping  to  the 
third,  and  then  fourth. 

The  Lady  Rangers  carried  a  6-5  conference 
slate  into  the  north  half  action  which  began  on 
February  1 8  at  Booneville.

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Rangers  Claim  State  Baseball  Title 


As  the  bicentennial  year  of  1976  advanced  into 
spring,  the  Northwest  baseball  team  supplied  a  mem- 
orable event  to  be  kept  on  record  for  years  to  come. 
They  won  the  State  Baseball  Championship,  a  first  in 
the  fifty  year  history  of  the  college. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Coach  Jim  Miles,  the 
Rangers  showed  they  were  state  material  by  winning 
the  North  Division  first  place  trophy.  After  the  division 
victory,  they  advanced  to  state  competition  where 
they  were  pitted  against  Hinds  Junior  College  from 
the  South  Division.  A  two  out  of  three  series  was  held 
on  the  new  Northwest  diamond. 

In  the  first  game,  the  Rangers  came  out  on  top  4-3. 
However,  in  game  number  two  of  the  series  the 
Eagles  claimed  a  victory  of  11-3.  But  in  the  final 
game,  Northwest  dumped  Hinds  in  a  10-3  rout  to 


seize  the  state  title. 

After  winning  the  state  title,  the  Rangers  advanced 
to  the  district  tournament  held  at  Cleveland  State, 
Cleveland,  Tenn.,  where  Northwest,  along  with 
Cleveland  State,  represented  the  Eastern  Division. 
Cleveland  put  Northwest  out  by  winning  two  games 
to  none.  Although  their  season  was  ended,  the 
Rangers  were,  by  this  time,  well  known  and  widely 
respected. 

Players  on  the  baseball  team  who  received  honors 
were  Ben  Evans,  in-fielder  from  Holly  Springs,  who 
was  chosen  as  All-American  at  the  National  Junior 
College  Tournament  in  Grand  Junction,  Colorado. 
Also  receiving  All-State  honors  were  Joe  Wilson  of 
Holly  Springs  and  Carey  Smith  of  Memphis. 
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Coach  of  the  Year 

Honors  for  the  Rangers  did  not  stop  with  the 
state  title.  At  the  end  of  the  season  Coach  Jim 
Miles  was  named  Baseball  Coach  of  the  Year  by 
the  Mississippi  Junior  College  Association. 

Coach  Miles  was  new  to  Northwest,  but  not  to 
baseball  championships.  Having  played  in  high 
school,  college,  and  later  as  a  professional,  he  led 
the  Rangers  to  a  successful  year.

While  Northwest  Mississippi  Junior  College  celebrated  its  golden  anniversary  during  the  1976-77  aca- 
demic year,  President  Henry  B.  Koon  began  his  third  year  as  the  institution's  chief  administrator.  Both  peri- 
ods of  time  are  significant  in  the  development  of  Northwest. 

Officially  established  as  a  two-year  college  in  1 927,  NWJC  has  grown  from  the  first  class  of  32  who  reg- 
istered in  the  fall  of  1 926  to  a  peak  enrollment  of  2,1 38  on  two  campuses  in  the  fall  of  1 976.  Since  the  fall 
of  1974  after  Mr.  Koon  assumed  the  presidency,  the  number  of  day  students  alone  has  shown  a  71  per 
cent  increase.  When  continuing  education  and  evening  school  enrollment  is  added,  the  college  presently 
serves  some  3,000  students  throughout  the  area. 

This  service  area  has  grown  from  one  county  to  include  1 1  counties  in  northwest  Mississippi.  From  the 
three  original  buildings  on  the  Circle,  facilities  now  number  48  on  two  campuses  and  the  397-acre  North- 
west Farm.  The  second  campus,  DeSoto  Center,  opened  in  August,  1975,  and  enrollment  has  risen  each 
semester.  Not  only  has  the  physical  plant  been  enlarged  but  also  educational  programs  have  been 
extended  to  include  more  than  80  different  academic,  technical  and  vocational  curriculums.

Dale  Baucum 
captivated  art  students  and  general  on-lookers  alike  with  the 
beautiful  designs  and  colors  emerging  from  the  kiln  con- 
structed on  locale  to  demonstrate  the  fine  Japanese  art  of 
Raku  Firing. 

The  vast  movement  Vocabulary  of  ballet  was  the  focus  of  a 
highly  enjoyable  and  instructive  lecture/demonstration/per- 
formance by  the  Memphis  Ballet  Company.  Artistic  Directors 
Michael  and  Judy  Tevlin  led  students  of  the  ballet  in  a  pres- 
entation illustrating  ballet  history  in  a  continuum  from  its  ori- 
gin to  the  present. 

Film  enthusiasts  were  moved  by  the  touching  story  of  John 
Singer,  the  deaf-mute  whose  efforts  to  communicate  with 
others  brought  him  frustration  and  pain,  in  Carson 
McCullars'  "The  Heart  is  a  Lonely  Hunter."  The  plight  of  the 
physically  and  mentally  handicapped,  and  the  contemporary 
effort  to  provide  aid,  was  explored  in  a  discussion  by  Wanda 
Luther  Dean,  director  of  the  Lafayette  County  Development 
Center. 

Literary  buffs  were  charmed  by  the  colorful  tales  of  South 
Carolina  novelist  William  Price  Fox,  whose  humorous  short 
stories  have  won  him  wide  comparison  to  Mark  Twain. 


Music  lovers  enjoyed  a  double  fete:  having  their  taste  buds 
tantilized  by  an  International  Food  experience  and  their  ears 
enchanted  by  the  romantic  and  melodic  strains  of  the  classi- 
cal guitar  of  Memphian  Howard  Vance. 

Each  Sycamore  Fair  has  culminated  with  a  special  "Fair 
Day,"  a  montage  of  arts,  crafts,  musical  performances,  and 
antique  displays.  Sycamore  Fair  IV,  in  the  spirit  of  "The 
Changing  South"  and  its  rich  diversity,  provided  special 
activities  for  children;  cooking  demonstrations  —  in  the  arts 
of  cake  decorating,  micro-wave  cookery,  and  wild  game 
preparation  — ;  agricultural  displays;  and  two  days  of  special 
arts  and  crafts  demonstrations,  musical  performances,  and 
flea  market. 

Over  1800  children  booed  the  witch  and  cheered  the  lost 
brother  and  sister  in  Southern  Opera  Theatre's  delightful 
production  of  "Hansel  and  Gretel."  They  mingled  with  roam- 
ing fantasy  characters,  saw  pottery  and  gymnastics  demon- 
strations, "saw  me"  on  television,  and  contributed  clowns, 
tigers,  and  balloons  to  the  "create-it-yourself"  circus  mural. 
"Louie  the  Great"  impressed  the  elementary  schoolers  with 
his  feats  of  magic,  while  others  were  enchanted  by  the  tales 
of  the  Northwest  story  tellers.  A  "petting  farm"  filled  with 
warm,  cuddly  animal  bodies  and  a  trip  to  the  arts  and  crafts 
demonstrations  or  to  the  flea  market  rounded  out  the  day  for 
young  visitors. 

Fair  IV's  flea  market  was  the  largest  yet,  attracting  some 
2500  eager  buyers,  while  the  creative  abilities  and  designs  of 
silversmith  Sandra  Beken,  weaver  Peggy  Crump,  furniture 
designer  Stephen  Crump,  and  stained  glass  artisans  Andrew 
Young  and  Reggie  De  Freese  intrigued  an  almost  equal  num- 
ber of  visitors.  The  refrains  of  strolling  student  guitarists  and 
the  toe-tapping  music  of  the  Wilson  Brothers  flavored  the  air 
for  all  who  "came  to  the  Fair."
